Most Baffling Ca se 
in His Experience, 
Says Coroner. 


The finding of njcotine poison in-the 
body of E. H. Purcell has deepened the 
mystery surrounding his death instead 
of providing a clew for the answer of 
the “ murder or sujcide " question. Cor- 
oner Peter M. Hoffman last night de- 
clared that the case is the most baffling 
he has met in his ipvestigation of thou- 
sunds of violent deaths in Cook county. 

“It is fifty- wad Purcell did not kill 
himself.” 

That is the ckiade of the coroner 
and of Dr. Clarence A. Neymann, su- 
verintendent of the Cook County Psy- 
copatric hospital, who made an exhaus- 
‘Ive investigation of the material and 
ments! factors in the puzzle. Coroner 
Hoffman qualifies his. statement by a 
| remotely possible theory. Dr. Neymann 
does not. The police admit they do not 
know. | 

Victim’s Life Insurance. 
Late lastnight Thomas V. Pureeil,

Chicago's newest thoroughfare—the 
widened North Michigan avenue be- 
tween the river and Chicago ave- 
nue—is to glow with the lights of 
an unusual two level playhouse, to be 
part of a $3,000,000 eighteen-story stu- 
dio and office building at the northeast 
corner of the new boulevard and Grand 
avenue. 

For the first,time motor playgoer 
and pedestrian will enter a playhouse 
at a different level. Automobiles will 
use the sub street below the raised 


level, where there is space for park- 
ing. Special elevators stair- 
ways will lead up to the foyer. This 
will make both entrance and exit eas- 
ier, especially in stormy weather. 

The theater, for which a tentative 
name of “The Michigan” has been 
suggested, will seat 1,700 and will 
house high class legitimate attractions 
of a New York firm which operates 
several loop houses. A long term lease 
will be taken by them. . 

Syndicate Buys Property. 

A syndicate headed by Walter W. 
Ahischlager, the architect of the proj- 
ect, has purchased the 100 feet on the 
boulevard with a frontage of 151% feet 
on Grand avenue for an indicated con- 
sideration of $300,000. From Harriet 
B. Fox it acquired an undivided one- 
half interest and from her sister-in-law, 
Ieabelle E. Fox the other one-half in- 
terest. 
The building will be designed to

Helena, Ark., Oct. I.—Two white 
men, Clinton Lee and J. A. Tappen of 
Helena, and seven Negroes are known 
to be dead at Elaine, near here, as @ 
result of a pitched battle today between 
them and a posse searching for the per- 
sons who last night fired on and killed 
W. D. Adkins, railroad special agent, 
accasding to reports reaching here to- 
night. A third white man; Ira Proe- 
tor, was wounded. 

Hundreds 6f shots were fired. From 
ten to twenty-five persons have been

The situation at Blaine is critical and 
growing more so, according to a mes- 
sage received tonight from Joseph Mey- 
ers, who is heading the posse.

Negro Pilot Discovered. 

The trouble began with the discovery 
last night of an alleged Negro plot to 
rise against the white residents of the

Posses to Fighting Zone. 

The accounts of the deputy and the 
Negro indicated the attack had been 
made by a band of Negroes and posses 
were organized and sent to Blaine. 

Early reports said between 1,000 and 
1,500 Negroes had assembled in the 
vicinity of Elaine and all were armed. 
A girl telephone operator phoned an 
official here fighting was in progress 
in the streets. 

Messages urging additional reinforce- 
ments, guns, and ammunition followed 
in quick succession. Every available 
man was sent to Elaine and a mes 
sage was sent to the governor asking 
for troops. 

Later it was reported that the Ne 
groes had been driven from Elaine, but 
that fighting was still in progress a 
mile to the north, where the band was 
supposed to have received reinforce 
raents. Fighting in «his vicinity con- 
tinued late in the afternoon, but died 
down toward dark and the posses be- 
gan to return to Helena.

After the leaves begin to drop from 
the flowering and ornamental shrubs, 
the shrubs may be transplanted. Fall 
planting of shrubs is even more desir- 
able than spring planting, because in 
\/this*seagon of the year there is more 
j time to do the work. Shrubs that do 
not ripen early enough so that the 
leaves will fall in time for the planting 
to be done at least three weeks before 
winter sets in should be planted in the 
spring. The period for planting in the 
spring is very short and much of the 
necessary work is usually omitted. 

If wild shrubs are to be planted, se- 
lect the young and smaller specimens, 
as they are more likely to grow when 
transplanted. 

The area should be 
enough so that when the plant is set 
the roots will not be crowded, and the 
earth should be packed firmly around 
the newly planted shrubs. In finishing 
the work scatter some loose earth 
around the plant, leaving the surface 
level or slightly lower near the plant 


tervals every year to kill the weeds, 
and keep the surface loose. 

Shrubs of the large variety, as the 
old-fashioned lilac, snowball, and mock- 
orange, should be set from four to six 
feet apart; the smaller ones from two 
to three feet apart. 

Never set the plants in straight rows, 
unless there is some particular reason.

Frying Salt Pork. 


There is lean salt pork and there is 
fat salt pork, and for both there are 
many uses, mainly of the seasoning 
order. But in either case the fat is 
in the fiber, which has been stiffened 
by salt, therefore, in frying salt pork 
it is as necessary to grease the pan as 
when frying other meats. 

A little of the pure fat part may be 
tried out first, with a rather low fire, 
and the rest then cooked crisp, but not 
burned,.in this fat. Or an” economical 
way to grease the pan is to take a piece 
of rind and rub:the inner surface of it. 

In frying pork without ‘first greasing 
the pan, you may injure the frying
